Man Killed 
By Train

Indiana 1 is a relatively sec­ 
ondary state road running the 
full length of the state near the 
Ohio line, but three persons 
have been killed in separate 
accidents there in the last two 
weeks. 
The latest wreck, a car-train 
collision north of Connersville in 
Wayne County near Wednesday 
midnight, killed Robert Wayne 
Miller, 42, Lewisvile.

Miller was riding in a car 
driven by his brother, Murvel, 
35, New Castle, which collided 
nearly head-on with a 20-car 
train crossing the highway at a 
long angle about three miles 
north of Connersville. Injured 
were the driver, who was taken 
to Fayette Memorial Hospital in 
Connersville, and Leander M. 
Guffey, 25, Lewisville, to Meth­ 
odist Hospital in Indianapolis in 
critical condition.

Countries (OAPEC) in an effort 
Countries fOAPEC) in an efort 
to turn the United States away 
from support of Israel and to 
punish Holland for its pro-Israel 
stance. 
The New York Times quoted 
informed sources as saying the 
Arab oil ministers had decided 
to end the boycott. It said the 
announcement was put of as a 
“ compromise” with L i b y a , 
which had strongly opposed 
ending the embargo.

Countries (OAPEC) during last 
October’s Middle East war in 
an effort to turn the United 
States away from support of 
Israel. 
The New York Times said the 
oil ministers reached “substan­ 
tial agreement” in Tripoli on 
restoring petroleum production 
to levels existing before the 
latest Arab-Israeli war. 
The newspaper said a deci­ 
sion on production levels was 
postponed until the Organiza­ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, which includes Arab 
and non-Arab producers, re­ 
views “the supply situation in 
relation to current oil prices.”

ministers were likely to agree 
on ending the embargo and 
restoring production to pre- 
October war levels.

6 TV Actors Among 35 
Killed In Plane Crash 


BISHOP, Calif. (UPI) - A 
chartered airliner carrying a 
film crew from the ABC-TV 
series “Primal Man” crashed 
into a mountain ridge in a 
remote area of a national forest 
Wednesday night and exploded 
in a ball of fire, killing all 35 
aboard. 
The U.S. Forest Service said 
a helicopter that landed at the 
site minutes after the crash 
reported no survivors. 
Among the dead were six 
actors, including Janos Prohas- 
ka, who once played a comic 
bear character on the old Andy 
William television series, and 
Dennis Azzarella, the “ Primal 
Man” series director, Wolper 
Productions said. 
The 
twin engine Convair, 
chartered from Sierra Pacific 
Airlines, 
slammed into 
the 
snow-spotted Polota Ridge of 
the White Mountains in Inyo 
National Forest not more than 
five minutes after taking off 
from Bishop, the Forest Service 
said. 
The 
plane 
blossomed 
in 
flames that were clearly visible 
from Bishop, more than eight 
miles away. 
The crash occurred at about 
the 7,000 foot level in a roadless 
region 
of 
sagebrush-covered 
ridges and deep valleys, said 
Forest Service spokesman Ed 
Waldapfcl. 
David L. Wolper, president of 
Wolper Productions, confirmed 
in Los Angeles that the plane 
was carrying 31 members of a 
film crew from his studio on a 
flight to Burbank, in the Los 
Angeles region. The Federal 
Aviation Administration 
said 


the airliner carried a crew of 
four. 
The crew had been in the 
Mammoth Lakes area, filming 
the third of a series “Primal 
Man: Struggle for Survival.” 
The 
series 
dramatizes 
the 
evolution of human beings from 
animal ancestors into primitive 
men. 
Mike Antonio, pilot for the 
Western Helicopter Co., flew to 
the 
scene 
with 
Dr. 
Dave 
Sheldon of Bishop. 
‘The plane smacked hard 
into 
the 
ridge and 
spread 
wreckage or 300 feet,’ Antonio 
said. “There wasn't much left 
Of the plane. 1 could see a tail 
section, an engine, not much 
else 
All 
of it wras burning. 
“The bodies were pretty badly 
burned too.” He said he and the 
doctor spent 30 minutes hunting 
through the smoldering bodies 
and airplane litter, across the 
snow-patched slope, “but we 
couldn’t find any survivors so 
we shoved off.”

Gov Robert D Orr, Indianapo­ 
lis and Evansville, and Mrs. Es­ 
ther Bray, Martinsville, co-chair­ 
men of the Republican state 
platform committee, and John 
D Craig, Indianapolis, the com­ 
m ittee’s executive secretary. 
They outlined plans tor achiev­ 
ing a grassroots platiorm includ­ 
ing input from independent vot­ 
ers as well as Republicans 
Then Milligan held a second 
news conference to answer ques­ 
tions about the campaign 
“I think all our seven incum 
bents (m Congress) will be re­ 
elected, particularly it Mayor 
Lugar is our Senate candi­ 
date,” Milligan said ”1 think 
Dick Lugar is a strong possi 
bility tor a candidate He com 
bines all the assets and abili­ 
ties you need lor a forceful 
spokesman 


No Damaging Effect 
Milligan said he did not be­ 
lieve a current series of articles 
appearing in the Indianapolis 
Star about police corruption 
would have a damaging effect 
on Lugar and said he knew of 
no other candidate likely to de­ 
feat Lugar at the June 21 con­ 
vention for the U.S Sente no­ 
mination. 
“If I were living in Indianap­ 
olis, I would consider myself 
fortunate to have a person as 
competent as Dick Lugar to 
handle this situation,” Milligan 
said of the allegations of police 
corruption which Lugar current­ 
ly is investigating “ It is a 
frequent occurence in the na­ 
tion’s large cities I think Mayor 
Lugar is about the business 
of straightening up the situation 
If persons are found to be in 
error, I am confident he will 
make the necessary personel ad­ 
justments to correct it.” 
“At the same time I also 
am confident he will wage a 
forceful campaign for the Senate 


nom ination,” Milligan said. 
“There arc few people who have 
the talent and the ability to han 
die both of those things at the 
same time and Mayor Lugar is 
one of those persons ’’ 
Milligan said district chair­

“If ye abide in me, and my words abide 
in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it 
shall be done unto you.” (John 15:7) 
Do we Christians have the courage to 
acknowledge that if prayer is anything at all, 
it is everything? Do we have the understand­ 
ing to see that if prayer is true, it is the 
greatest truth?

More families stored food in 
1973. Supplies o! canning jars, 
and freezers in some areas at 
times were depleted. The trend 
to store food with the intent 
of saving money is expected to 
continue in 1974. 
Families considering buying 
freezers and food for freezer 
storage need to be well in­ 
formed about the cost of owning 
and operating a freezer, how 
to use a freezer to' advantage 
how and when to select food 
(particularly meat) for freezing, 
and market practices in selling 
freezers and freezer food. Ask 
for He-467-—Choosing your Food 
Freezer — at the Extension 
Office. 
Many people are turning to 
Freezer Meat Concerns to solve 
their meat pronto ms. There is 
much to know and understand 
about meat before this is an 
economics method. There is 
e v i d e n c e 
that 
there is 
misleading 
advertising 
and 
some misinformation that can 
confuse consumers. 
Consumers 
may 
h a v e 
problem,s with freezer meats, 
particularly beer, because they 
do not understand quality and 
yield grades, meat cuts, supply 
changes during a calendar year, 
and misleading advertising. Jan. 
A r m s t r o n g , 
Consumer 
Marketing Specialist gives us 
these points to consider. 
Beef quality grades range 
from 
USDA Prime, which is 
highest, to USDA Canner, which 
is 
lowest. 
These 
indicate 
degrees of tenderness, juiciness,

Choice. However, some freezer 
firms highly advertise meat 
that is below USDA Choice. 
Consumers also need to un­ 
derstand yield

reading advertising and locking 
at wholesale cuts. Yield Grade 
5 reflects the lowest yield. 
A 1,000—pound choice steer 
yields about 600 pounds carcass 
weight or 300 pounds per side. 
Each side is divided into hin- 
dquarter and a frontquarter.

approximately 25 per cent waste 
chirico g ade ride is cut 
into retail or take ho me cuts. 
x ample. 
he consumer 
paying $1. per pmnd for a side 
s actually paying $1 25 for the 
cuts he takes home. Cuts in the 
hmdquarter include the round, 
short loin, sirloin, rump, flank 
steak, and ground meat. The 
short loin is divided into por­ 
terhouse, 
T-bone, 
and 
club 
steaks. The forequarter includes 
the chuck, ground beef , rib 
roast, brisket, and short ribs. 
If a consumer uses credit to 
purchase meat in quantity, the 
finance charges are also added 
to determine total cost. Only 
then would he have an accurate 
base for comparing prices with 
those in the supermarket. 
Meat supplies differ through 
a calendar year with more beef 
and 
pork available 
during 
winter months. When supplies 
are largest, prices are generally 
lower than at other times; 
however, consumer demand and 
preference for specific cuts also 
affect price. 
During February and March, 
or any week in winter when 
steaks are on “ special,” a 
consumer could save money by 
freezing them for summer use. 
He could buy and freeze the 
capacity his home freezer would 


accomodate. 'This same prin­ 
ciple applies in summer when 
few people are interested in 
chuck roast. Consumers will 
find chuck and. perhaps other 
long cooking roasts at lower 
prices in July and August. 
C h i c k e n 
supplies 
are 
relatively constant; 
however,, 
consumers may save by wat­ 
ching for “special” prices and 
freezing a supply at those 
times. 
Another factor in making a. 
decision 
to buy meat 
for 
freezing is the space available. 
A consumer needs about 3 4 
cubic feet of freezer space to 
store 100 pounds of meat. A side 
of beef may be stored in a full- 
s zed reezer, but it might not 
fit into a refrigerator-ireezer 
combination. 
Other questions are:- How 
much can a family afford to 
invest all at once for meat? 
And is the family willing to eat 
all the retail cuts from a 
wholesale cut it. might purchase 
for freezing? 
Freezer meat sales can be 
reliable, or very misleading, 
dependent upon the owner- 
operator. 
Some firms 
have 
processed and sold freezer meat 
successfully over a number of 
years 
in 
their 
respective 
c o m m u n i I i e s . 
Satisfied 
c u s t o m e r s , service, and 
reputable business ethics are 
reasons for their success. 
A. Federal Trade Commission 
survey of freezer meat firms 
in 
early 
1973 
indicates 
a 
s i g n i f i c a n t prevalence of 
misleading advertising across 
the nation. The extent of such 
advertising indicates that many 
consumers are unaware and 
uninformed. 
The uninformed consumer, at 
all. income and education levels, 
can be victimized by unethical 
firms. Consumers need to be 
aware of such practices as 
misleading advertising, bait and 
switch selling, inadequate in­ 
formation on trim loss and 
finance 
charges, 
and 
short

Information given the con­ 
sumer may be confusing. It is 
difficult to know how much he 
is paying for beef when buying 
a “bundle” or paying for the 
“hanging weight’ ’and. getting 
additional “bonuses” of chicken 
bacon, etc.

WEST LAFAYETTE. Ind. - 
Although retail beef prices may 
rise this spring and early 
summer because of smaller

This is the view of Purdue 
University extension economist 
David. C. Petritz. who points out 
that as of last Jan. 1 the 
nation’s cattle numbers reached 
a record 127 5 million. This is 
the seventh consecutive year of 
increases and the inventory has 
risen by more than 17 per cent 
sincer the expansion phase of 
the cattle cycle started in 1967. 
An indi eat. ion of more beef 
being available this fall and 
winter, says Petritz, is the 
larger 
increase 
in 
feeder 
animals available to go into 
feed lote later this spring and 
summer. Steers weighing more 
than 500 pounds have increased 
more than scxcn per cent. 
Steers on pasture headed for 
feed lots later are expected to 
total 19 per cent over year ago 
levels. 
Expansion of the nation’s beef 
cow herd also indicates, more 
beef will reach the retail 
counter in the years ahead, the 
economist notes. There were 
nearly 43 million beef cows in 
the U.S. last Jan. 1, five per 
cent more than on Jan 1, 1973, 
More importantly, replacement 
heifers were up nearly 10 per 
cent last year, indicating a 
continued 
expansion 
of tie 
nation’s cow herd, observes 
Petritz. 
Future beef price levels are 
difficult to predict since many 
factors besides supply affect 
them, the economist admits. 


Some of these factors he lists 
as: 
Growth, 
of 
the 
domestic 
economy with its influence on 
consumer spending power; 
Timing and size of the ex­ 
pansion in pork production; 
Buyer acceptance of plant 
protein meat substitutes. 
However, the demand for beef 
must continue to grow at a 
strong rate if beef prices to 
producers are to be maintained 


In. tfee face of increased sup­ 
plies. 
The international market for 
American beef could have great 
impact, on the domestic price 
situation, Petritz says. Less 
than one half of one per cent 
of total U.S. beef production is 
e x p o r t e d , although U.S. 
produces nearly one-third of the 
world’s beef.

Temperatures dipped into the 
lower 20s over road areas of 
Northern Indiana today in the 
second day of a cold spell en­ 
dangering premature growth of 
tender vegetation. 
But the mercury failed to fall 
as far as predictions had indi­ 
cated, and fruit trees, shrubs 
and flowers may have escaped 
the brunt of the sub-frezing 
chill. 
.Lows as deep as 15 above had 
been forecast for the far north, 
with near 20-degree mínimums 
indicated elsewhere around the 
state except the extreme south­ 
west portion. Instead, the lows 
ranged from. 21 at South Bend 
and 22 at Fort Wayne, to 24 at 
Lafayette, 26 at Indianapolis, 27 
at Terre Haute and 30 at Ev­ 
ansville. 
Although skies were clear and 
the atmosphere calm, and rath­ 
er heavy frost was recorded, 
vegetation was believed to have 
come through with flying colors. 
It had advanced up to two 
weeks ahead of schedule be­ 
cause of abnormally warm 
weather the first 10 days of 
March. 
Having hit the bottom Wed­ 
nesday and today, the mercury 
was expected, to moderate a bit 
through Saturday before dipping 
again to overnight lows from 
the mid 20s north to near 40, 
south Sunday and Monday. 
Highs Wednesday ranged from 
35 at Fort. Wayne to 46 at Ev­ 
ansville. Highs today will range 
from 'the mid 40s to mid 50s, 
lows tonight from the low to 
mid 30s north to near 40, and 
highs Friday from the mid to 
upper 50s. 
Highs Saturday through Mon­ 
day will be mostly in the 45-to- 
55 degree range.
